Most of us -hnve uever made a 
thorough study of Darwin und his 
biological theories. In fact, few of 
us haye even read his best-known 
works. We all, however, have heard 
that hard-sounding phrase,’ “the sur- 
vival of the fittest ;” and, after a little 
thought,'.we must all be ‘ impressed 
with thre - vuntversality of its applica- 
tion.’ :

Here is a student who never has 
his assignment, who “is as dumb as 
an oyster. who sits In a half-dead 
state throughout the class hour. 
What’s wrong with him? © Here's an- 
other one who dispinys at’ times al- 
most brilliant intellect, but who's mind 
at crucial: moments frequently falls 
utterly to serve him. What’s the 
matter? Then, there’s the fellow who 
goes in for athletics. and falls to 
achieve any prominence worthy of 
note. Whiat’s the cnuse of it? 

The auswer to alt of these ques- 
tions is-—-THEY ARH NOT PIT. 
They are victims of the law of the 
“survival of the fittest.’ They cannot 
succeed until they recognize nature’s 
inexorable postulate. 

Vhey must grapple with their pr ob- 
lem, They must face the facts squnre- 
jy and try to reason out thelr case. 

The first student probably lives a 
father irresponsible: lMife—he ents 
whatover and whenever he desires; 
he stays up late at night; ho frequent. 
ly cuts his classes; and finally be- 
comes fudifferent to his scholastic 
responsibilittes. He must re-iiodet 
himself.

The second student is the “xrousy 
grind." We admire him tn a way; 
we inarvel at the spirit that auinintes 
him to dig awny ev persistently on 
hls books--but we cannot sympathize 
with his foolimrdy profligacy In the 
care of his physleal health. and his 
jack of foresight In risking an ab- 
normal development of hia intellectual 
powers. He must find o happy ine. 
tlum between work and play.
